We speak, at any rate, for all Irish 
Unionists when we say that Major Red- 
mond’s bravery and devotion have made 
them proud to be Irishmen ; and, on their 
behalf, we offer sincere sympathy to his 
widow, to Mr. John Redmond, and to the 
other members of his family. His death 
will have served his country even better 
than he could have dreamed if it helps 
to reconcile Irishmen of all parties on the 
eve of the Convention that is to attempt 
the settlement for which he died.

Harvest Prospects. 


The first crop report issued by the De- 
partment: of Agriculture is, on the whole, 
encouraging. 
the cold was intense, and the spells of 
frost and snow were so frequent thut field 
work was seriously hampered. Yet the 
fertilising effect of the frosts was favour- 
able to the growth of potatoes, especially 
in the case of fields planted in April. 
Since the fine weather began the growth 
has been exceptional and gives promise 
of favourable results. With regard to 
cereals upon which, in view of the 
sinking of wheat ships, much de- 
pends, we are told that fields of wheat 
sown in October and November are 
vigorous and healthy, but those sown later 
are said to be thin and weedy. In some 
instances’ the effects of the winter's frost 
were so severe that the fields had to be 
ploughed up and re-sown in oats. The 
spring-sown fields are growing favour- 
ably. Oats, though the seeding did 
not begin till the middle of April, 
are described as being at present 
“very luxuriant,” and barley, if sown 
later than usual, now looks exception- 
ally well. The of turnips is 
not yet completed, and in some cases there 
was trouble from fly attack, but the early 
sown fields are well over ground, and the 
prevailing weather conditions are favour- 
able to germination and healthy 
growth. sowing Was exception- 
ally late, growers were timid 
venturing before the first week in May ; 
yet the seeding was carried out under 
encouraging conditions, and the rains 
towards the end of the month effected a 
material improvement. In the matter of 
hay, while the southern yields are ex- 
pected to be light, the reports from the 
rest of Ireland give promise of a full 
crop. It is satisfactory to note that 
dairy cattle are increasing their milk 
yield; good springers fetch at fairs as 
much as £45 each. Owing to the shortage 
of cabbages for feeding during the summer 
it is not improbable that there will be a

GERMANY’S POWER: MUST 
BE BROKEN.

“wRONGS MUST BE 
RIGHTED.” 


The Press Bureau last night issued the fol- 
lowing text of the message of the President of 
the United States to the Provisional Govern- 
ment of Russia :— SS 

“In view of the approaching visit of the 
American Delegation to Russia to express the 
deep friendship of the American people for the 
people of Russia, and to discuss the best an 
most practical means of co-operation between 
the two peoples in carrying the present struggle 
for the freedom of all peoples to a successful 
consummation, it seems opportune and appro- 
priate that I should state again, in the light of 
this new partnership, the objects the United 
States has had in mind in entering the war. 
These objects have been very much beclouded 
during the past few weeks by mustaken an 
uiisleading statements, and the issues at stake 
are too momentous, teo tremendous, too signi- 
ficant for the whole human race to permit any 
misinterpretation or musunderstanding, how- 
ever slight, to remain uncorrected for a moment. 

The war has begun to go against Germany, 
and in their desperate desire to escape the in- 
evitable ultimate defeat, those who are in 
authority in Germany are using every possible 
instrumentality, are making use even of the in- 
fluence of groups and parties among their own 
subjects, to whom they have never been just 
or fair, or even tolerant, to promote 4 propa- 
ganda on both sides of the sea which will pre- 
serve for them their influence at home and 
their power abroad, to the undoing of the very 
men they are using. 

ihe position of America in the war is so 
clearly avowed that no man can be excused for 
mistaking it. She seeks no material profit or 
agirandisement of any kind. She is fightirfg for 
no advantage or selfish object of her own, but 
for the liberation of peoples everywhere from 
the oppressions of autocratic force. The ruling 
classes in Germany have begun of late to pro- 
fess alike liberality ‘and justice of purpose, but 
Only to preserve the power they have set up in 
Germany, and the selfish advantages which they 
have wrongly gained for themselves and their 
private pro} cta of power all the way from Ber- 
lin to Bagdad and beyond. Government after 
Government has, by their influence, without 
open conquest of its territory, been linked to- 
rether in a net of intrigue, directed against no- 
thing less than the peace and the liberty of the 
world. The meshes of that net must be broken, 
hut cannot be broken unless the wrongs already 
done are undone, and adequate measures must 
be taken to prevent it from ever again being 
rewrapped or repaired. 

Of course, tha Imperial German Government, 
and those whom it is using for their own un- 
doing, are seeking to obtain pledges that the 
war will end in the restoration of the status quo 
infe. lt was the status quo ante out of which 
this iniquitous war issued forth. The power of 
the Impenal German Government within the 
Empire, and its widespread domination and in 
fluence outsrle of that status must be altered 
in such fashion as to prevent any such hideous 
thing from ever happening again 

We are fighting again for the liberty, the 
self-government, and the undictated development 
of all peoples, and every feature of the settle- 
ment that concludes this war must he conveived 
and executed for that purpose. Wrongs must 
first be righted, and then adequate safeguards 
mugl be created to prevent their being corm 
mitted again. Remedies must be found, as well 
na statementa of principle that will have a 
pl: asing and sonorous sound. 

Practical questions can he 
eettied only by practical means. Phrases 
the result bhffective rí vd just- 
will; and whatever readjustmenta are 

cessary must be made, but they must follow 
a principle, and that principle is plain. 

No people must be forced under a 
sovereignty under which it does not wish 
to live. No territory must change hands 
except for the purpose of securing those 
who inhabit it a fair chance of life and 
liberty. No indemnities must be insisted 
on except those that constitute payment 
for manifest wrongs done. No readijust- 
ments of power must be made except such 
as will tend to secure the fulure peace of 
the world and the future welfare and 
happiness of its peoples. 

And then the free peoples of the world 
must draw together in a common covenant 
some genuine and practical co-operation 
that will, in effect, combine their force to 
secure peace and justice in the dealings 
of nations with one another. The brother- 
hood of mankind must no longer be a fair 
but empty phrase. it must be given a 
structure of force and reality. The nations 
must realise their cofhmon life, and effect 
a workable partnership to secure that life 
against aggressions of gutocrats and self- 
pleasing power.

A NOBLE TRAGEDY. 

Major Redmond’s death, of wounds received 
in the battle for Wytschaete, is, says the Dasly 
Chronicle, one of those tragedies whose very 
nobility almost.silences comment. In 1914, 
when his brother rallied Nationalist Ireland to 
the side of the Empire in the cause of freedom, 
Mr. Willie Kedmond, M.P., as he then was, 
determined, though much cver military age, to 
set in his own person the example of: service. 
He donned, as a symbol of national reconcilia- 
tion, the uniform which had so long been a 
symbol of national cleavage. He took a com- 
mission in one of the two Nationalist Divisions; 
he shared keenly, first in its trainng and then 
in its hard campaigning in France. Last win- 
ter, in an appeal which he issued to his fellow- 
countrymen to supply drafts for tbat division, 
he rehearsed its solid and brilliant record, down 
to the heroic capture of Ginchy, in the battle 
of the Somme. On March 7 last he visited the 
House of Commons, and made a memorable 
epeech. Then he returned to his post, and on 
Thursday last took part in the great attack. 
The Nationalist troops stormed Wytschaete 
village; the Ulster Division, immediately along- 
side, stormed tho adjoining defences, Major 
Redmond was mortally wounded in the hour 
of victory. He was carried back behind the 
lines in an Ulster ambulance, and there ho 
died. The story speake for iteelf. It hardly 
needs to be spoken for. We feel instinctively 
that, if Major Redmond meant his death to 
do anything, he meant it to cast out recrimina- 
tion from whatever sida it comes, and however 
much 16 seems deserved. Surely a sacrifice so 
willed, so carried through, and so con- 
summated, cannot be in vain. Surely it is not 
too much to hope that some breath of this 
larger air may inspire the coming conference 
which is shortly to attempt once again the 
setilcment of Lreland’s age-long discard.

SOME NOTABLE TRIBUTES. 

We deeply regret to learn that Major William 
H. K. Redmond, M.P., of the Royal Irish 
Regiment, was killed in action on the 7th inst. 
in the brilliant and successful attack on 


the Ri@ge of Messines. 

Majer Redmond was the younger brother 
of Mr. John Redmond, and was born 
in 1861. After having received his educa- 
tion at Clongowes Wood College he entered 
the political arena, and became, in the 
year 1883, member of Parliament for Wex- 
ford. He took a prominent part in the 
Land League agitation of the ‘eighties of last 
century, and was one of the leaders of that 
movement who were imprisoned as “suspects” 
under Mr. Forster's Act. It was while he was 
interned in Kilmainham Jail that he attamed 
his majority. Over thirty years ago, Im com- 
pany with Mr. John Redmond, he made a tour 
of Australia and New Zealand on behalf of the 
party led by Mr. Parnell. At a later period a 
shuffling of the political cards resulted in his 
being returned for North Fermanagh, which he 
represented for seven years. He failed to hold 
the seat at tho election of 1892, but was in the 
same year returned for East Clare, which he 
represented from that time down to his 
lamented death. The European war was not 
long in progress when he feit it his duty to join 
the Colours. For a man of his age to under- 
take active military duty was no small tribute 
to his manliness and bravery. By joining the 
Colours in defence of the Empire he set a nobie 
example to his fellow-countrymen.— 

It is now evident that Major Redmond, 
although not mentioned by name in the news- 
paper despatches, was the senior Irish officer who 
lost his hfe in the recent successful attack on 
Wrtechaete Wood. Aseociated with the 
Southern Irish were the men of the Ulster 
Division, and the spirit of comradeship which 
animated both was appropriately reflected by 
the fact that, after he received his fatal 
wound, Major Redmond was carried from 
the field by  etretcher-bearere of the 
Ulstermen. The tenacity and courage 
of the Irishmen received ungrudging acknow- 
ledgment from the Germans, one of whose 
officers observed that he had heard the Irish 
were great fighters, but he “ never expected to 
see anyono advance like that.” According to 
another correspondent, Major Redmond received 
his fatal wound at five yards’ range. His “ un- 
hesitating sacrifice undoubtedly saved many 
lives, and presumably a costly delay at one part 
of the advance.” All accounts agree in bearing 


testimony to his devotion to duty and unfiinch- 


ing courage in face of the enemy. He was 
proud of the men under his command, and they 
were equally proud to follow him as their 
leader. His last speech in the House of Com- 
mone on March 7th was a moving appeal for 
an Irish settlement, supported by references to 
the unity and good-fellowship of the Irish 
soldiers in the field. 

Major Redmond was a member of the Bar, 
to which he waa called in 1891; but he never 
practised hie profession, preferring to enter the 
stormy field of Irish politics. As a writer he 
had a pleasing style, and at least: two volumes 
have been published from his pen, both dealing 
with Australia—‘* A Shooting Trip im the Aus- 
tralian Bush ” and “ Through the New Commmon- 
wealth.” In these books he showed an affec- 
tion for Australia and her people second only 
to his devotion to hse native land. 
(nm obtaining hie commission in the 
Roval Jrish Regiment, Major Redmond 
underwent a course of training at Fermoy with 
the 16th Division, and with this Division he went 
ty the front. As occasion offered he en 
deavoured to obtain recruits for it. 
On one occasion he wrote:—‘‘ It would be a 
thousand pities—indeed, it would he lke a be- 
traval of the heroic dead—if the Division which 
has brought so much honour to the Irish name 
ceased to be Irish.” i 

The temperance movement, of which Major 
Redmond wae a life-long advocate, has sus 
tained a heavy loss in his death. 

Mr. John Redmond has received by telecraph 
and otherwise many messages of sympathy and 
regret from political and other friends.

COUNT PLUNKETT ARRESTED,

POLICE OFFICER SERIOUSLY 
INJURED. 

A serious occurrence took place last night in 
Dublin, and Count Plunkett and another 
man, who gave his name as Cathal Burgass, 
aved about 40 years, were placed under arrest. 
Inspector Mills, Dublin Metropolitan Police, re- 
ceived very serious injuries whilst conveying 
the prisoners to Store street Police Station. 
During last week it was announced that a public 
meeting would be held in Beresford place on 
Sunday evening “es a protest against the treat- 
ment of the men in Lewes Jail.” The holding of 
the meeting was forbidden by a proclamation 
signed by Lieutenant-General Sir Bryan Mahon, 
Commanding-in-Chief the forces in Ireland, 
on Saturday, in the exercise of the powers con- 
ferred on hun as military authority under the 
Defence of the Realm Regulawons. 

Notwithstanding the proclamation, a number 
of young men and women were engaged out- 
side the various Roman Catholic churches in 
the city yesterday morning delivering handbills 
to the people coming from worship, announcing 
that a public meeting would be held at 7.30 
p.m. yesterday at Beresford place. The hand- 
bill was headed, “Strike in Lewes Jail.” A 
number of policemen were on duty in Beresford

PROMISE OF SATISFACTORY 


YIELD. 

The Department of Agriculture has issued its 
first report on the crops in. Ireland for the 
year 1917. It says :—

| snow were frequent, whch, besides greatly inter- 


fering with field work, made the out-wintering 
of stock a matter of much difficulty. The un- 
favourable weather conditions hampered the 
progress of tillage work and left things very 
backward as seeding fime approached. Con- 
siderable losses of all kinds of stock were also 
caused, especially among sheep and lambs in ex- 
posed districts. Pustures were extremely bare 
at the end of April, and stock went out to grass 
very thin in condition. A more genial tempera- 
ture set in early in May, and with soft rains 
falling at intervals rapid growth in all kinds of 
crops was induced, and prospects improved 
materially. Though seeding was done fully a 
fortnight or three weeks late, the fine growing 
weather of May has made everything much 
more forward than could have been anticipated 
at the opening of the month. There is general 
agreement that at the first June all crops look

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THE MEAT SALES ORDER. 


IMPORTANT REGULATIONS. 

The Ministry of Food forward the following 
for publication :-* 

Part 1 of the Meat (Sales) Order, 1917, comes 
into operation on Monday, the 11th instant, on 
and after which day market authorities are re- 
quired to keep records in official books of all 
sales of fat catile taking place in the market, 
and to exhibit copies of the Order in a con- 
spicuous place. The books and posters are being 
supplied by the Ministry of Food, and any 
market authority who has not received them 
by Monday morning should communicate with 
the Ministry at Grosvenor House, London, W. 1. 

In connection with the Meat (Sales) Order, 
1917, the following letier has been sent by the 
Ministry of Food 40 market authorities in the 
United Kingdom :— 

““I am directed by the Food Controller to 
refer to the Meat (Sales) Order, 1911, and to 
inform you that it has been decided to confer 
upon your market authority the following 
licensing power in relation to purchases of fat 
cattle at your market by recognised distribut- 
ing dealers :-— 

“In where your market 
satisfied that any purchase of fat cattle at your 
market is made by a recognised distributing 
dealer, and that such cattle were bought by the 
vendor from the farmer or his agent, your 
market authority is authorised to license such 
distributing dealer to re-sell the same at another 
market within seven days of his purchase. Such 
licence may be granted only subject to the fo}- 
lowing conditions :-— 

“ (1) The licensed buyer is to 
market authority the market in 
poses to sell the cattle, and must 
only in such market, and within 
his purchase.
